Wonderful Calculator. 

Although calculating machines 
havo been known since the time of 
Leibnitz, some two centuries ago, 
the autarith of Kcchnitzcr, a young 
Viennese mechanician, seems to be 
the first apparatus capable of work- 
ing out unaided any ordinary prob- 
lem in addition, subtraction, multi- 
plication or division.. While simple 
in construction, the working of the 
mechanism is not easily described, 
because each part performs several 
functions. The numbers are set 
down by moving buttons up and 
down slots until opposite the figures 
in order, and when the iwo num- 
bers to be multiplied, for instance, 
are thue arranged in two rows, a 
large button is moved to the notch 
marked "Multiplication." The ma- 
chine, driven by a motor or a 
weight, soon shows the figures of 
the product, stopping with the large 
button at a notch marked "Off." 
Some of the devices, such as that 
for carrying tens, are said to be 
quite new, and some processes, like 
that of trying a quotient and chang- 
ing for another if too large, show a 
marvelous development oi automat- 
ic reasoning.
